The most popular of all cotoneasters, it will 
win your approval too, once you see its large, 
luxuriant, evergreen foliage studded with 
enormous clusters of brilliant red berries. Its 
arching branches make it excellent for screen- 
ing purposes or as specimen shrubs. Grows 
rapidly in either sun or slight shade. 


PYRACANTHA ROSEDALE 
Outstanding for its many uses as well as its love- 
liness, this shrub begins its beauty show in the 
Spring with long, arching sprays of dainty, ivory- 
white flowers that resemble delicate lace, high- 
lighted by dark, rich green foliage. In the Fall 
and through the Winter, the branches are literally 
laden with large berries of the darkest red of any 
pyracantha. Train as an espalier — use as a 
specimen or group into a brilliant hedge.
